a Candidate Disqualified; Jones Stands Alone

The Student. Court of the Uni-. 


versity of Nebraska at Omaha 
ruled°3 to 1 Wednesday that 
student vice-presidential can- 
didate Sylvia Cardenas Hogue 
cannot seek office during this 
election. 


Ms. Hogue’s running mate Di- 


ana Jones can continue in her 


‘ pid for the executiveship and 


was scheduled to meet Wednes- 
day afternoon with a group of 
supporters to find a new vice- 
presidential candidate. The 
election commission, however, 
ruled that she must stand for 
election alone.

The problem was that a 1971 . 


‘constitutional amendment, ap-. 
‘proved by the student body, 


states that a presidential or 
vice-presidential candidate must 
be “a student... attending 
school in good standing on a 


' full-time basis as defined by 


University regulations and must 
have completed at least 12 
credit hours at UNO.” - 

- Ms. Hogue, currently a grad- 
uate student here, attended an- 
other university before coming 
to UNO last semester to work 
as a graduate assistant, -but 
was hired too late to register 
for any classes — thus she 
hasn’t accumulated 12 hours at 
UNO. 

When Election Commissioner 
Carol Schrader informed Ms. 
Hogue of her ineligibility, a 
petition was circulated by a 
group that was working for 
Jones and Hogue. The 204-sig- 
nature petition was filed against 
the election commission and 
student government. The Stu- 
dent Court was hastily con- 
vened on Tuesday afternoon, 
minus two members, to hear 
the case before a rather large 
crowd.- 


Jones and Hogue claimed the 


‘intent of the constitutional 


amendment was to insure that 
the governmental executives 
had experience on the campus - 
and could handle the class load. 
‘They argued that Ms. Hogue | 
ihaq. had: both the. experience 
and the load; thus the intent of 
the law had been fulfilled.

The petition called the amend- 
ment ‘fa gross example of pa- 
ternalism."’ It claimed that 
graduate students and trans- 
fers “have already demon- 
strated their academic prow- 
ess,’’ and said the rule created 
“deep-rooted inequalities.” 

Ms. Hogue said “TI took it for 
granted that my qualifications 
were cleared.’”’ It seems that 


no.one knew about the rule. 


However, Henry Cobbs, who 
was one of the spokesmen for 
the petitioners, claimed “we 
were signing what we assumed 
the rule to mean—we weren't 
we were signing 
the intent behind the rules.” 

The petition also. pointed out 
that the rule about posting a 
list of all candidates found to 
be ineligible by 4:30 Friday 
had not been followed by Elec- 
tion Commissioner Schrader. 

Ms. Schrader argued that “it 
says ‘all that are found in- 
eligible,’ not all that are in- 
eligible . . . I have broken no 
rules.” 

Ms. Schrader said the regis- 
trar’s office had been so busy 
Friday that lists of students 
and their accumulated hours 
couldn't be acquired by the Fri- 
day deadline, However, com- 


mission member Daryl Bentson. 


discovered Ms. Hogue might 
not be eligible and informed 
Ms. Schrader Monday morning. 
“T couldn’t pretend that I didn’t 
hear it,’”’ said Schrader.

However, Cobbs pointed out 
that the court’s job was to ‘‘in- 
terpret the constitution. Court 
cases have changed the con: 
stitution.” 

The decision may help change 
the constitution because Sen- 
ator Fred Adams is planning to 
introduce aconstitutional 
amendment of the constitution- 
al amendment in the next Sen- 
ate meeting. 

The court read their decision 
Wednesday morning after a 
night of deliberation...’ the 
Constitution , . . must stand as 
the ultimate voice of the stu- 
dent body.”

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The student presidential elections, to be held 
next Tuesday through Friday, may be the most 
chaotic election in the last few years. Ironically 
enough, the poorly administered election comes 
at a time when students are provided with the 
widest selection of candidates in many years. 

The administrative hang-ups in the mechan- 
isms of the election itself may provide a real 
impediment to a successful evaluation of who 
will best serve as student president and vice- 
président. 

The student senate and executive branch 
showed little foresight in planning the election. 
As a matter of fact, there nearly was no elec- 
tion commission set up before election began. 
At the last minute during last Thursday night’s 
executive announcements at the senate meeting, 
a non-senator reminded vice-president Mary 
Jane Lohmeier that neither she nor student pres- 
ident Jim Zadina had set up a commission or ap- 
pointed a commissioner. 

At that time, Ms. Lohmeier announced the ap- 
pointment of Carol Schrader as. commissioner, 
and a helter-skelter arrangement was made to 
provide a commission. 


The election rules, not recently revised, were 


apparently loose enough to destroy the concept 
of ticket voting. After it took two years to estab- 


lish ticket voting, one poorly cared for election 


has defeated the effort. This election there -will 


be tickets and individuals to vote for—and ‘they 


are all running forthe same seats. 


This will undoubtedly lead to serious ques-: 


tioning of the results unless one candidate or 
ticket walks away with. the election—and that’s 
not likely. .. 

There are also supposed to be four constitu- 
tional amendments on the ballot for this election.

Election Procedure 
Poorly Constructed — 


Those amendments, according to the constitution, 
are supposed to be published twice within. three 
weeks prior to the election. . 

Becauseof a failure to organize a commission 
earlier than last Thursday, and an ensuing fail- 
ure after the commission was organized to sub- 
mit those amendments for publication. in the 
Gateway, those amendments are going to be 
printed on leaflets and Romichow distributed to- 
day and Monday. 

This is hardly ample time for open discus- 
sion of the merits or disadvantages of those 
amendments, and likewise not’ ample time for 
the conscientious voter to determine a yes or no 
vote. Such mistakes are inexcusable. At a time

It looks like the race for president. and vice- 
president will focus on four runnees. Pervaying 
the candidates, it seems that Winsor-Herd,

-Imay end up the tighest contest yet. 


Without a running-mate, Diana Jones will 
have serious difficulty rallying enough support to 


‘eatch the three tickets, which should split the 


voting rather evenly. 

‘The ticket that can best organize their cam- 
paign as.well as student government. when elect- 
ed should pop to the top. The three tickets seem 
service oriented, in more ways than one, but the 
ticket that can ‘provide a semblance of leader- 
ship. and administrative organization is the one

Three Conclusions. 
(Part of a series on love.) 
For the last few weeks I’ve been talking ‘about the essential 
differences between men and women in the way. in which they 
view love and some possible causes for these differences. In the 


next three weeks I would like to talk a little bit about each of 
these three conclusions—examine them in detail and relate them 


_ to my own feelings. 


Shulamith Firestone comes to three conclusions asouk rela- 
tionships between men and women—based on the psychosexual 
differences between the sexes. These conclusions are: (1) ‘Men 
can't love,’’ (2)-**Women’s ‘clinging’ behavior is required by the 
objective social situation, (3) “The situation of women has not 
changed significantly from what it ever was.’ - 


“Men can’t love.” It’s easy to be freaked out by this conclu- 
sion, but purely in terms of her explanation of it, it can be seen 
to beitrue. We have.seen that one difference between men and 
women is that men are not allowed to express their emotions as 
fully. as ‘women, that they are supposed to be cool, fough, and 
unemotional. We have also seen that men are terrified of “open- 
ing themselves up,”’ of making a commitment and then being re< 
jected. So, as soon as the man feels pressure fromt a woman to 
commit himself he panics—and may react j in. one of several ways, 


He may rush out and screw ten other: women to prove that 
the first woman really has-no hold over him. The other. women 
provide a kind of “‘safety valve’ for him—as long as he has them 
he isn’t totally. “trapped.” He balances the women against each 
other so none of them can get-very much of him. 


Sooner or later, almost every woman‘ in a relationship with 
a man has to deal with the problem of him seeing other women. 
Most women find that if they want to. continue seeing the man 
at all that. they: must accept his other relationships. The real 
issue, though, is not so much the other women, as the fact that 


the man is unable to commit himself. 


He may become extremely inconsiderate, snnpnedioatay and 
undependable—standing her up frequently, being indefinite about. 
when.he-will see her again, not calling when he says he will, tell- 
ing her things like “My work comes first,” and offering a variety 
of other éxcuses, This kind of behavior makes a@ woman extreme- 
lyi insecure and anxious, 

"When he is forced or manipulated into a committment he 
makes her pay for it: by ogling other women in her presence, 
by snatching the. pedestal out from under her feet of clay and 
openly romanticizing ahout other. women, by reminding her. in 
front of friends that she is his “ball and chain,” by putting her 
down to his friends (example: a law student says to his male 


. friends, “It’s so simple.even.my wife could understand it. ")— 


and by. just generally suggesting-that if only he were “free” again 
he'd be a lot better off. 

By being committed to a woman he has somehow made the 
hated female identification—and he must repeatedly deny this if 
he is to maintain his self-respect in the male community. Also— 
because it is easier to romanticize about someone you don’t know 
very well and aren't committed to—every other eirl suddenly 
does look a lot better. 2 


He can’t help feeling he has missed something and naturally 
his woman is to blame. He will probably always feel cheated, not 
realizing that there isn’t much difference between one woman 

and the other—that it is romanticism that created the difference. 

Some men end up going from, one casual thing: to another, 
getting out before they become too “involved.” And yet to live 
without love in the end proves as intolerable to men as it does 
to women. Therefore, the question for every normal male is, 
“How. do I get someone to love me without them demanding an 
equal committment in return?” 

Shulamith Firestone. says “It is dangerous to syinpathize 
with one’s oppressor, and women are especially prone to this fail- 
ae Iam tempted to do it in this, case. Being unable to love 
is hell” 


I agree pasically with the conclusion that men can’t love— 


‘ particularly in terms of the woman’s definition of love—which is 


a total gift of body and soul—but I also submit that women can- 
not love openly and freely either. In a sexist society—where peo- 
‘ple are viewed as objects and seen solely in trms of-their function 
and usefulness to one another—and not in terms of who they are— 


_ it is impossible for anyone to love freely, Next week I’ll examine 


some of the barriers women find to pioving. 
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University Revamping Guides 
For Student Check-Cashing 


Student Vice-President Mary 
Jane Lohmeier announced that 
the University’s check cashing 
policy was in the process of 
being revised. At the last Stu- 
dent Senate meeting, she read 
a preliminary draft of the pro- 
posed new check cashing pol- 
icy. 


The statement, written by Di- 


rector of Business and Finance 
Harold Keefover would allow 
students to cash checks for up 
to $100 at the Cashier’s office if 
they are: (1) salaried employes 
of the university whose checks 
may not exceed the net amount 
owed them for the pay period 
as of the date of the check. 
- (Students paid on an_ hourly 
basis are not included in this 
category), or, (2) Students with 
“Active Duty Military Status,” 
(3) “regularly enrolled student 


as evidenced by a valid UNO 
ID card: who will authorize his 
bank to provide a comprehen- 
sive report on the student’s 


bank account for the pact: 


twelve months. Should the stu- 
dent be ta minor—a responsi- 
ble adult will be subject to the 
provisions of this section.” 
Current policy allows any 
student to cash checks for up 
to $15 at the information desk 
in the student center upon. the 
presentation of a valid UNO ID 
card. This service would be 
continued. Reliable sources also 
report that, currently, ‘students 
with Active Duty Military Sta- 
tus may cash cheegs for up to 
$30 Oat the cashiers office.

Palmisano cites the need of funds from an outside source 
such as the alumni association and area businessmen. 

Palmisano is adamant about campus housing. ‘I could see 
not having, housing while this was a municipal university but 
when it became a.state university provisions should have been 
made to provide housing for students from out-state.” 

Housing Part of Education 

“On-campus housing is a part. of a total education. Education 
is more than attending class.” 

UNO is unique as it places high in national: competition with- 
out housing. =~ 

“Its a lot to ask of a fréshitian to come to a university, go 
out for the team, find a job plus a place to live.” 

“Without housing, it’s difficult to get the outstanding athlete 
or student to attend a university.” ~ 

UNO is the exception in the state university system i in that it 
lacks housing.. 

At the present moment there seems to be no chance for hous- 
ing as UNO ‘has trouble finding classroom space. Palmisano is 
busy seeking housing for students. - 

He is also attempting to mold a top-flight schedule. 

“We'll hold the fourth. UNO Invitational early in the season 
with Nebraska, Wayne State, Westmar and us Dakota among 
the entires.”
